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U.S. Bank Credits Authorized 
For Exports to Romania

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (NYT). 
-—President Nixon yesterday au- 
thorized the Export-Import Bank 
to extend credits for the sale 
of American goods to Romania. 
This ended a three-year ban on 
U.S, government-backed credits 
to Soviet-bloc nations and was 
a further step toward expanding 
trade with Communist countries, 

The White Souse announced 
that Mr. Nixon acted under the 
terms of the Export Expansion 
Finance Act passed last summer. 
This bill allowed the Export-Im- 
port Bank to extend credits to 
Soviet-bloc nations If the Presi- 
dent deemed them in the na- 
tional Interest, 

The Export-Import Bank, first 
established in 1934, was made 
an independent agency of the 
government In 1945. Its purpose 
Is to aid in the financing of 
this country's foreign trade by 
extending credits or guarantees 
for the sale of exports and im- 
ports. It extends credits itself 
and guarantees those of other 
banks.

Stans Visits 
Poland for 
Trade Talks

WARSAW, Dec. 1 (NYT).— Sec- 
retary of Commerce Maurice EL 
Stans began talks with the 
Polish government today “to ex- 
plore the possibilities of increas- 
ing trade and commercial rela- 
tionships.” 

He said at Warsaw Airport that 
joint ventures would be among 
the topics discussed. Polish, offi- 
cials have also asked for long- 
term credits. But Mr. Stans would 
sot offer any commitment on 
that aspect. 

The commerce secretary arrived 
In Poland after a 12-day visit to 
the Soviet Union, where he simi- 
larly sought to expand commer- 
cial exchanges. 

On his last day in the Soviet 
capital, he witnessed the signing 
of a $125-m£Uion deal involving 
the Soviet purchase of ore-min- 
ing, oil and other equipment and 
the AmuHiwi purchase of non- 
ferrous metals, mostly nickel 

Joint Production 

Commercial transactions with 
Poland are likely to include joint 
production with American firms 
of consumer goods, Polish pur- 
chase of major industrial ma- 
chinery and U.S. purchase of 
Polish raw materials. 

Poland already has most-favor- 
ed-nation treatment in its trade 
with the United States, a benefit 
long desired by the Soviet Union 
and other East bloc states. But 
Poland has been denied long- 
term credits. 

At Warsaw airport, Mr. Stans 
commented on the credit issue. 
He said: 

“There has been, of course, a 
change In the United States In 
the fact that Congress has given 
the President authority to grant 
credits In the national Interest. 

‘Romania was granted credits 
yesterday to the extent of Export* 
Import Bank facilities." he said. 
“I won’t anticipate which coun- 
try will be next and when It will 
happen. But the whole subject 
Is under discussio n.’* 

Congress Notified 

President Nixon notified Con- 
gress yesterday that It was In the 
national interest for the Export- 
Import Bank to guarantee or ex- 
tend credits for Ro m a ni a n pur- 
chases.

Opposed 1968 Invasion 

The Romanians were the only 
Warsaw Pact country to oppose 
the Soviet-led Invasion of Czecho- 
slovakia In 1968 and invited Sov- 
iet anger by playing host to Mr. 
Nixon in the summer of 1969. 

Romanian officials have press- 
ed the United States for the bank 
credits. The fact that Romania 
was the first Communist country 
to receive credit authorization 
was indicative of its special place 
in UJ3. policy. 

Moreover, administration offi- 
cials were reported to be pre- 
paring to ask Congress to allow 
Romania to receive normal tariff 
treatment on goods sent to the 
United States— so-called most- 
favored-nation treatment. At

Yesterday they 
fired several hundred mortar 
rounds into it.

U-S. Court Rules 
Attica Jailers 
Abused Inmates 

NEW YORK, Dec. 1 (AF).— . 

The U. 8. Court of Appeals ruled 
today that some Jailers at Attica 
State Prison had committed 
“barbarous abuse and mistreat- 
ment” of prisoners after the riot- 
torn correctional facility was re- 
. captured by state forces. 

The court ordered that viola- ■ 
tlons of the constitutional rights 
of the Inmates cease. 

The finding of the three-judge - 
Court of Appeals panel came in 
a reversal of ruling by District 
Court Judge John T. Curtin, who 
had denied an inmates’ petition 
fur an injunction. 

The -inmates contended that 
they were subject to "physical 
abuse, threats and harassment” 
after the quelling of the inmate 
insurrection in which 43 died in 
September, and that an injunc- 
tion was needed to protect pris- 
on gets from “further reprisals.” 

The Appeals Court ordered the 
District Court to restrain state 
authorities from " subjecting At- 
tica inmates' to physical abuse, 
torture, beatings or other forms 
of brutality, or threatening such 
conduct.”. 
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Independent U.S. Postal System 
Issues Stamps , Pledges Delivery 

OKLAHOMA - CITY. Dec. 1 <AP).— The Independent 
Postal System of America has issued its own .stamps despite 
' a warning from the UH. postal service that "the stamps may 
-not be used "in the UB. mails.”

The 
candidate could spend not more 
than six of the 10 cents on one 
medium, such as TV. 

The bin also requires news- 
papers that sell advertising space 
to one candidate to sell equal 
space to his opponent. News- 
papers and broadcasters must 
sell space or time at rates no 
greater than those charged other 
advertisers far "comparable use.” 
A provision requiring broadcasters 
to sell time to candidates at the 
even lower unit rate was rejected. 

A proposal to repeal the equal 
time law to permit TV debates 
between major party candidates 
was dropped as so controversial 
as to jeopardize the bill. 

If finally enacted, the bill 
would be the first major reform 
of the Corrupt Practices Act of 
1925.

Mr. Rogers is due to leave 
Saturday for Europe for a tour 
which will take him to the NATO 
foreign ministers- meeting in 
Brussels, to Luxembourg and to 
a Paris meeting of UJ3. diplomats 
in Europe.

WARSAW. Dec. 1 (UPI>.— A 
Warsaw Pact foreign ministers 
■ meeting, which ended, today, was 
called because th» Communists 
needed to work out their stand 
an East-West troop reductions, 
diplomats said. 

They said that the question or 
mutual arid balanced troop reduc- 
tions Is the biggest factor affect- 
ing plans far a European security 
conference — the topic of the two- 
day meeting. 

‘The NATO powers are ready 
to move ahead an troop reduc- 
tions,” one diplomat said. “But 
the Russians and the Warsaw 
Pact powers haven’t really figur- 
ed out where they stand. They 
needed this meeting to do their 
homework.” 

He swid that thp Russians have 
delayed seeing Manllo Broslo, 
former NATO secretary-general, 
who has been delegated by the 
NATO foreign ministers to go to 
Moscow to discuss troop cuts. 

Berlin Accord Involved 

The diplomats said that the 
Warsaw Pact ministers also had 
to take the imminence of agree- 
ment between West and East 
Germany on the status of Berlin 
into their calculations. 

A brief aTinmmwmPTi f: by the 
Foreign Ministry said that the 
meeting ended with agreement 
on a communique. No details 
were given and thp ministry said 
that the canunuoiqud would be 
Issued later. 

After the conclusion of the con- 
ference, the foreign ministers 
were received by Communist 
party leader Edward Gierek, Pres- 
ident Jozef Cyranklewics and 
Premier Piotr Jaroszewics. the of- 
ficial news agency, PAP, said. 

It was Mr. Jaroszewicz who 
linked the Berlin settlement to 
plans for the conference of more 
than 30 European nations and the 
United State and Canada. 

No More Barriers 

He told delegate during an 
earlier reception that settlement 
of the Berlin question had made 
it impossible for opponents of 
detente to continue blocking the 
initiatives of the Socialist coun- 
tries for a security conference. 

Most of the foreign ministers 
will return to their home capi- 
tals tonight or tomorrow, a For- 
eign Ministry spokesman said, 
without waiting for the ’commu- 
nique to be published. 


BERLIN, Dec. 1 (UP).— A dis- 
pute over the number of West 
Berliners to be allowed through 
the wall today blocked an East- 
West German agreement to Im- 
plement the Big Four accord on 
Berlin, informed West Goman 
sources said. 

The officials said they hoped 
the Russians might persuade the 
East Germans to change their 
stand so an agreement could be 
reached before the Dec. S-10 
meeting In Brussels of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
council that will consider the 
Russian bid far a European secu- 
rity conference. 

The major barrier to a German 
agreement was said to be an 
East German refusal to allow 
West Berliners to pass through 
the wall to East Berlin in un- 
limited numbers, as- West Ger- 
mans now may do. 

The Western sources said the 
East Germans wanted to impose 
a quota on West Berlin entry, ap- 
parently in fear of a m aw* mfinv 
at the same time. Bat they 
agreed in principle that West 
Berliners will get the right to 
pass through the wall, the 
sources said. 

Ulrich Mueller, an aide of West 
Berlin Mayor Blaus Schuetz, con- 
ferred for seven hours today in 
East Berlin with East German 
State Secretary Guenter Kohrt 
on the wall agreement.

Soviet Warships 
Off French Coast

fiance, a UjS. Navy spokesman . 
said today. 

The spokesman said subma rin es, 
cruisers and missile-equipped de- 
stroyers came to the area from 
the eastern Mediterranean about 
five days ago and fanned out on 
Sunday. 

He declined to give the number 
of worships, but said it was “a 
small proportion” of Soviet naval 
strength In the Medit er ra nean . 
The UJS. Navy says there are now 
about a dozen Soviet submarines 
and 35 to 40 surface craft, mostly 
destroyer types, in the Mediter- 
ranean.

In Paris, however, the French 
Navy said It knew of nothing 
abnormal In Soviet activity In 
the Mediterranean. The Russian 
ships were remaining in Inter- 
national waters at all times, it 
said.

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Bombshell in Washington 


A time bomb for UHL relations with many 
countries, especially those of Latin America, 
is planted In a little-noted amendment to 
the Foreign Assistance Act, now In Senate- 
House conference. The amendment, sponsor- 
ed by Senator Camion of Nevada, would re- 
quire Immediate suspension of aid to any 
country that nationalised or expropriated 
any American property or that repudiated 
a contract with any American citizen or 
corporation. 

Such a requirement goes far beyond the 
Hickenlooper amendment, which at least 
granted a recipient government six months 
to take “appropriate steps” to compensate 
owners ol nationalized property and gave 
the President discretion In deter minin g when 
such steps had been taken. The Cannon 
amendm ent seems to require suspension of 
aid until the recipient government has com- 
pleted payment for the property. 

This drastic provision clearly would make 
the Interests of the United States as a whole 
hostage to the fate of a single corporation 
or Investor, regardless of the merits of the 
case for a takeover. Even a government 
prepared to negotiate a satisfactory settle- 
ment or one that had provided judicial 
machinery for obtaining a settlement would 
be cut off abruptly — and even when such 
action might damage U.S. interests. 

The amendment would demand of foreign 
governments a standard much stricter than 


that exacted by the U.S. Constitution under 
the power of eminent domain. It would 
automatically raise an Investment dispute to 
a confrontation between governments. It 
would force the of aid projects 

already under way, even If good possibilities 
existed for a satisfactory settlement of a case 
involving nationalization. 

As the congressional record shows, the 
Cannon amendment Is a product of disil- 
lusionment with foreign aid, resentment at 
the unwUlngness of recipient governments 
to vote with the United States In the United 
Nations, a rising tide of protectionist and 
isolationist sentiment, and an understand- 
able— though in this case misconceived — 
effort by Congress to Impose greater controls 
on the administration of foreign policy. 

Congress has the right and duty to be a 
more effective watchdog on the executive 
branch in foreign policy, but the lawmakers 
are misguided and reckless when they re- 
move the President's capacity for maneuver 
In the national interest on such delicate 
matters as the nationalizing of American 
property and Investment. 

At this perilous stage In Washington’s re- 
lations with a Latin America swept by the 
fires of nati onalism, adoption of the Cannon 
amendment would be enormously painful to 
the United States in addition to jeopardiz- 
ing the very Interests It seeks to protect.

putting political dissenters in Insane asy- 
lums is about the dirtiest thing the Russians 
do. They've been doing it and denying it 
lor years, as at least some few ol the victims 
have later been able to report. The most 
recent victim of note was Zhores Medvedev, 
a biologist and author of hooks on the cor- 
rupt Soviet geneticist Lysenko and on inter- 
national scientific cooperation. Last year, 
on the evidence that be was both scientist 
and writer, be was forcibly stuffed Into a 
provincial mental hospital. By his twin 
brother’s extraordinary success in rallying 
the Soviet scientific and Intellectual com- 
munity, his release was obtained in three 
weeks. The experience is detailed In his and 
his twin Roy's new book, “A Question of 
Madness” (Knopf)— like their other books, 
unpublished at home. The number of other 
Victims, not so fortunately endowed with 
powerful and resourceful friends, can only 
be guessed at. 


Dr. A- V. Snezhevsky. chief psychiatrist of 
the Soviet Ministry of Health, figures promi- 
nently in the new book. An apologist for the 
use of psychiatry as a weapon against polit- 
ical dissent, he is quoted on page 63 as warn- 
ing: “In a year's time there is going to be 
an international psychiatric congress in 
Mexico. How do you think this is going to 
make our delegation look!" The fifth World 
Congress of Psychiatry is currently in ses- 
sion in Mexico City. 

Dr. Snezhevsky is scheduled to speak there. 
No misguided sense of international or pro- 
fessional delicacy should keep other delega- 
tions from condemning the perversion of 
medicine which he represents. Such public 
criticism by professional colleagues is a pow- 
erful aid to those within the Soviet system 
who wish to reform It. Incipient political 
detente neither requires nor excuses indif- 
ference to civil liberty and human dignity.

Enter Dr. Kissinger!

W ASHINGTON. — Henry Kis- 
singer has now been liberated 
from the vasty deep of the White 
House. He has emerged at last 
In the full blaze of the television 
cameras as a public figure, spokes- 
man for the President on China 
and on the tactics and strategy 
of American foreign policy. 

They used to keep White House 
advisers to the President sur- 
rounded In mystery and fenced 
off from the inky wretches sf 
the press by the doctrine of 
executive privilege. Harry Hop- 
kins played the role for Franklin 
Roosevelt and actually slept in 
the White House. McGeorge 
Bun dy was the muted voice from 
the basement of the Executive 
Office for Presidents Kennedy 
and Johnson, but always for a 
few carefully selected reporters. 
Even Walt Whitman Rostow, the 
gabbiest of all White House aides, 
displayed his alluring concepts of 
imminent victory In Vietnam on 
sodal occasions, but an of them 
were anonymous, and were seldom 
Identified as anything more than 
“a responsible source” or, at best, 
as "a weH-lnlormed circle."

The good Doctor Kissinger, 
huddled at the microphone and 
slumped beyond the view of most 
of his listeners, didn’t- miss a 
trick. He. had Hemingway’s defi- 
nition of courag e ■ g r a ce under 
pressure. He followed his brief. 
He fielded the questions and 
tolerated the shouts of “question” 
from the rear, repeated than, and 
gave his cautious and occasionally 
mystifying clarifications in good 
grace. 

It was quite ft performance: 
Kissinger, who didn’t know Nixon 
in the last . campaig n , 

who was the confidant. of Nelson 
Rockefeller, who wanted Rocke-

He has won the respect of 
his staff, even when he drives 
them to exhaustion and they 
leave him. He has kept & link 
between the Nixon administra- 
tion and the university commu- 
nity, which Is an achievement 
almost beyond belief, and now he

mittees of Congress, but going to 
BUI Fulbright’S house in private 
to explain what this administra- 
tion^ foreign policy is all about. 

It will be harder now tor Kis- 
singer to play the Hopkins, Bundy, 
Rostow role of the White House 
aide with a passion far anonym- 
ity, for once he has become a 
White House spokesman before 
the television cameras, it will be 
more difficult far him to c lai m 
executive privilege and refuse to 
appear before the Congress. And 
that may be too bad, far he has 
played ft valiant role in private

The Greek Colonels as Bogeymen

He had three awkward prob- 
lems: to dramatize the President’s 
February visit to Peking without 
encouraging anybody to expect too 
much; to the timing of 

the Peking visit in February, pro- 
posed by the President, without 
mentioning the presidential pri- 
mary elections, which start short- 
ly thereafter; and to reassure the 
allies, particularly Chlang Kai- 
shek on Taiwan, that the Presi- 
dent is going to do nothing to 
Peking that will place their vital 
Interests to jeopardy. 

Kissinger sidestepped all these 
booby-traps very wen. He was 
very effective In arguing for talk- 
ing to Chau En-lai but putting 
the questions in Chou’s own 
terms: that the problem, was to 
begin talking, to get the principles 
straight, not to fry to solve 
everything in a week's visit by 
the President, but to create an 
atmosphere of con fi dence, and go 
on to practical problems later on 
In what was obviously going to be 
a long diplomatic and human 
process.

And as for the Greeks working 
abroad, they must be something 
of a puzzle to the portraitists at 
the police-state. With more ’ 
a quarter, of a urfinon Greek 
citizens working in Western Eu- 
rope, plus tens of thousands to 
the United States and Canada, a 
fascist police-state (with a total 
population of nine million) must 
have a remarkable security ap- 
paratus to keep all those chaps 
from picking up dangerous 
though t s' in foreign parts. 


Take Those Islands 


Explaining Connolly 


He even ventured to defend and 
excuse Secretary of the Treasury 
John Connolly's manners, tactics 
and objectives on the Interna- 
tional monetary problem, mid 
somehow managed to explain that 
Counaily was doing everything 
just right, but that maybe people 
didn't understand that there were 
awkward phases in these negotia- 
tions. and that Connolly, who was 
a good and faithful servant of 
the President, was only using 
rough tactics for noble ends.

and near-fascist regime. 

Certainly Z do not 'mean to 
hint that the present Greek gov- 
ernment is a political democracy. 
Political parties are -not free to 
operate, and there have been no 
free e lection s. . Though critical 
Qpdnkm is not altogether ruled out 
—It was vigorous enough last 
summer to force the government 
to withdraw; its proposed' press 
law— the press to Greece' 3s con- 
siderably more restricted than bur 
conception of freedom of speebh 
admits. (It is perhaps worth 
noting that the Greek press has 
never been free to our sensej \ . 

There have been political ar- 
rests and detentions, some with- 
out trial, though not as many as 
you might expect in what was 
after all a political revolution. 
There are at present only a few 
dozen detainees remaining, a 
small fraction of the number 
under any preceding Greek gov- 
ernment, or to Northern. Ireland 
at the moment. There has un- 
doubtedly been police. brutaSty, 
some of it probably going far ‘ 
e no ugh to deserve the term tor- 
ture, but It is surely extraordinary, 
almost without parallel, that the 
overthrow of a regime should 
have been carried out as the 
colonels have to done, with- 
out any killings or even any shots. 

There are three reasons, I 
t h i nk , for the fascist polloe-state

The great shows In the arena 
ranged from concerts to gladia- 
torial contests with wild animals.

It was the second, time in 21 hours that -a painting bad been, 
withdrawn through lack of sustained buying Interest. 

The Renoir work, showing the Champs^Elysdes during the 2867 
world exhibition, was brought to after bids stopped at £290,000— 
$725,000. 

Yesterday a painting of a mother and child by Picasso was 
withdrawn at a Christie’s auction, when bidding stopped at 280,000 
guineas— $785,000. - 

The Renoir painting was first owned by the Prince de Wagram 
and later by the Galerie Barbazanges in Paris. It was put up 
for auction anonymously. Before the sale some experts predicted 
it would fetch £500,000— $1.25 million. - 

Another "Renoir, “Le Pont des Arts,” also painted to 1867, was 
sold at Sotheby's Parke Bernet galleries to New. York far jS 654JJ34 — 
$1,637,085 — claimed as a record far an impressionist work. 

- A spokesman for Sotheby’s denied that interest to works of art 
was waning. . ' . 

“The salesroom was absolutely packed and the last bid was not 
low by any means," he said The spokesman declined to disclose 
what the re se rv e figure was.

Russia. They may have been as- 
sured that this was the begin- 
ning of many similar deals that 
would pay off for them where it 
counts— in jobs with good pay. 

One of the keys to the present

nology. 

As the U. S. economy becomes 
more and more servlces-oriented. 
it will be that much more dif- 
ficult to nmtntnm anything like 
our old export surpluses unless 
new markets ore found. 

That, it appears, is where the 
Communist countries come in. 
“Some of the most promising ter- 
ritory for new ventures might ap- 
pear off hand the most improb- 
able— the Communist countries.” 
says Mr. Room. 

Until now, seeking computers, 
c hemica ls and manufacturing 
plants, the Russians have been 
turning to British. German and 
Japanese companies that in 
many cases based their know-how 
on techniques first developed In 
this country. If turned loose, 
many American companies could 
doubtless make mutually bene- 
ficial deals with the Communist 
countries. 

Zt is possible to be cynical 
about all this, to wonder if a 
solid working relationship can be 
built when the motivation is so 
crass.

Mr. McCracken, who resigns 
Jan. 1, blamed the "excessive 
rates of unemployment in many 
industrial nations today” chiefly 
on the strong upward thrust of 
wages at a rate exceeding pro- 
ductivity. Faced with sharp de- 
clines in profits, he said, "em- 
ployers are forced to be extremely 
cautious about additions to pay- 
; rolls.” 

However, repent Increases in 
productivity— or output per man 
hour— have begun to correct that 
^situation, he reported. The rise 
in productivity in 1971 has been 
about 4 percent annually, he said, 
and the rise In labor costs per 
uni t of OUtpUt 7>S g rflmlntehprf to 
about 3.5 percent a year— about 
half the rate of 1969 and 1970. 

"With good gains in produc- 
tivity,” be added, "we should see 
in the year ahead the smallest 
increases in labor costs per unit 
of output since the mid-1960s.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (Reu- 
ters).— New factory orders, an im- 
portant economic indicator, feD 
0.1 percent, or $85 minion, in 
October to a seasonally adjusted 
$57,237 billion, the Commerce De- 
partment reported, today. This 
follows a downward revised 1.3 
percent decline in September. 

New orders in the durable goafs 
sector In October, however, rose 
$182 million to $3121 billion, while 
orders for soft goods decreased 
by $367 million to 62623 billion. 

The backlog of unfilled orders 
fell 02 percent, or $164 million, 
to $77.16 billion after a revised 
0.7 percent September decline. 

Manufacturing shipments drop- 
ped 02 percent, or $490 million, 
to $57.4 billion after September's 
02 percent upward revised in- 
crease. 

Total factory inventories were 
02 percent, or $313 million, higher 
at $10028 billion following a re- 
vised 02 percent September gain. 

The stocks-to-sales ratio for 
the manufacturing sector moved 
up to L75 from an upward revis- 
ed 1.73 in September. 

The department also reported 
that spending for new construc- 
tion rose $L1 billion in October 
to a seasonally-adjusted annual 
rate of S 1122 bllhon, revers ing 
a $2.1 billion September decline. 

The September decline, original- 
ly reported at $L1 billion, was 
revised sharply upward.

‘It’s a mazy market.” declared 
one broker. "It goes straight up 
or straight down, because of the 
activity of institutions ” 

I nstitutions Confident 

These Institutions, such as in- 
surance companies and pension 
funds mutual funds. Wall 
Streeters agreed, now believe that 
a resolution of the international 
currency crisis is in the works. 

"Institutions want to buy,” 
noted Robert B. Mens ch el, part- 
ner in charge of institutional 
sales at Goldman, Sachs. “They 
are afraid to stay In cash now 
that the market looks up.” 

Apparent progress in the Group 
of Ten talks in Rome has pro- 
vided the stock market with 
brightening hopes on a day-by- 
day basis.

Casey Seeks Equal Access 
To Brokers’ Research Data 


BOCA RATON, 

(WP) . — "Institutiounl” research 
departments maintained by many 
stockbrokers may become a thin g 
of the past, the chairman of the 
Securities & Exchange Commis- 
sion indicated here today. 

In a speech to the convention 
of the Investment Bankers As- 
sociation, William J. Casey laid 
great stress on the need to give 
all Investors equal access to re- 
search information. 

While he did not call for the 
elimination of institutional re- 
search, he said, "A broker making 
research conclusions on a com- 
pany available to any customer 
will be called upon to make those 
conclusions known to all custom- 
ers for whom he has purchased 
shares on the basis of earlier re- 
search on that company.” 

At a press conference after his 
speech. Mr. Casey explained that 
he did sot mean brokers could 
not supply sophisticated reports 
to mutual funds other insti- 
tutions. "Bat brokers can’t 
distinctions on which customer 
will get follow-up reports,” he 
said. 

Many large brokers who service 
both institutional and tndivldi M U 
clients maintain separate re- 
search departments for each, on 
the claim that institutions need 
and can understand more detailed

individuals. Critics have charged 
that the institutions receive more 
current and valuable Information 
because their trading in the mar- 
ket is more lucrative for the 

brokers. 

More Information Seen 

In his talk, Mr. Casey also 
predicted that publicly-owned 
companies will make a greater 
effort to keep their shareholders 
Informed. "They will cultivate 
this source of new capital by 
giving them mare meaningful re- 
ports on the progress, problems 
and prospects of the company, Its 
product and markets, its tech- 
nology and Its relationship to the 
economy,” he said. 

The thrust of Mr. Casey's talk 
was the need to re-kindie investor 
confidence in the markets, which 
was badly shaken by the operating 
and finanriai problems that 
forced more than 100 brokerage 
firms out of business from 1968 
to 1970. Individual investors, he 
said, are a prime source of the 
new capital that will be needed 
by American business, a figure 
he put at $io billion to sis 
billion a year “for most of this 
decade.” 

Mr. Casey defended the hear- 
ings on Industry problems which 
the SEC has been conducting since 
early October. Hn said earlier 
hearings centered on commission 
rates and related areas, while the 
current hearings cover more Im- 
mediate problems.

. It all began earlier this year, shrimp men say. 
when the Japanese invaded the world shrimp 
market wtth fervor. According to the UB. Marine 
Fisheries Service, Japanese Imports of shrimp 
through September were up 33 percent from year- 
earlier levels, despite the fact that Japan's 
shrimp demand for all 1971 was earlier projected 
to rise only 7 percent. What’s more, toe Japa- 
nese are said to be. baying shrimp with a total 
lack of concern for prices. 

Offering Price High 

"The Japanese single-handedly hare accounted 
for a 20 or 80 percent across-the-board price in- 
crease” in shrimp per pound, asserts Roy Dug- 
gan. president of Brunswick, Georgia’s King 
Shrimp Co. "At the present time, even though 
we consider our offering prices high, theirs are 
measurably higher.” 

What’s going on? No coe is certain, hut 
some U.S. producers and processors maintain 
the Japanese are buying shrimp for purely men 6. 


tary reasons. They simply would rather have 
shrimp than dollars. It seems. "They Ye overloaded 
with American dollars, and they Ye almost spread- 
ing them around the world like funny maney.” 
says Jim Mahoney, vice-president and general 
manager of Miami's Gorton’s Shrimp Products, 
a General Mills unit. "They’re willing to pay 
anything ami everything for shrimp.” 

Non-Seafood Firms Buying 

The Japanese rash to buy shrimp, in fact, has 
involved many Japanese from non-seafood Indus- 
tries. "The major Japanese trading companies 
got in, but so did textile people, people not even 
in the shrimp business,” says Frank Hollis, presi- 
dent of Booth Fisheries, a large shrimp-producing 
and processing division of Consolidated Foods. 
'They were informed by their head offices in 
Japan to get out and get some shrimp. They 
had dollar accounts here and wanted to convert 
them into something they could quickly convert 
into yen.” (The uncertainty of the currant world 
monetary situation has. of course, reduced the 
ready convertibility of dollars.) 

The Japanese, in any case, are mum. "The 
only thing I can find out is that possibly theyYe 
stockpiling,'’ says Richard Surdi. a Marine Fish- 
eries Service economist. "But they aren’t telling 
why theyYe buying it, and theyYe paying a good 
price, so why should anybody ask?”

Sooth made an enterprising; 
decision In the bidding when he 
chose to overcall one no-trump 
after East opened one club. 

West doubled and South had 
to consider whether to retreat to 
two diamonds. He decided to 
stand his ground, thinking that 
he was likely to make six tricks. 
As he was not vulnerable, even 
a 100-polnt penalty was not a 
painful prospect. 

If East had held the diamond 
king South would have made his 
doubled contract with no trouble 
easily, with on overtrlck. But with 
that key card in the West hand 
It seemed that the defense would 
take seven tricks before the 
declarer could. 

West led the spade five and 
the defense took the first five 
tricks In spades. South had to 
abandon three clubs, comforted 
by the thought that East could 
have no entry.

NKW YORK, Deo. 1 (NYT). — 
Gale Bayers needs Brian Piccolo 
right now, but Piccolo is not 
around anymore. Sayers ol the 
Chicago Bears, not long ago the 
most exciting and possibly the 
. best running back in pro football, 
is out of action following a slow 
recovery from a second and a 
third knee operation and there Is 
Borne question whether he will 
ever be able to play again. 

Football has been a great part 
of Sayers's life and he is reported 
to be depressed, withdrawn and 
moody. In a similar situation 
three years ago, It was Piccolo, 
his teammate and close friend, 
who helped to pull Sayers 
through another low period fol- 
lowing the first smashing of a 
Sayers knee and the Initial sur- 
gery. 

But Piccolo died of cancer In 
June, 1070, at the age of 28, leav- 
ing a - widow, Joy, and three 
daughters.

With these elements, death 
from cancer and a dose black- 
white friendship between athletes 
behind a background of football, 
the movie had every chance to be 
banal, mawkish and sweetly sen- 
timental like so many other films 
with sports as an underlying 
theme. 

But that Is not so about 
"Brian's Song," a remarkably- 
good production that runs 72 min- 
utes in a strong, assertive way. 

Joy Piccolo, the widow, was the 
person in the best position to 
resent whatever dramatic license 
the film took with the story of 
her. husband's short life. “It's 
hard far me to be objective." she 
said by telephone from Chicago 
recently. “But I think it was well 
done. Actually, it Is a portrayal 
of Brian as Gale saw him." 

The mm was adapted from one 
chapter of Sayers's autobiogra- 
phy called “I Am Third/' publish- 
ed last year. 

Sayers grew up In Omaha, and 
football was about his only asset. 
Bis parents were poor; their al- 
coholism was a factor and during 
one winter of his high-school 
years, Sayers and his two broth- 
ers ate sparrows and catbirds 
they shot with a BB gun. This 
life left its mark and Skyers was

— The 30-second clock may be 
Kl college basketball's future, 
but a forerunner to speeding 
up -the., game Is a new Na- 
tional Collegiate ‘'five-second' 1 
rule that will go into effect 
this season.

'Attention Must Be Paid’ 


T ONDON fmn.— The New York -City 
*** Ballet had danced with its usual glitter 
and verve, but the moment the final curtain 
fell the audience was up and ready to 
leave. Suddenly, a medium-sized blandish 
lady with blazing green eyes turned to face 
the masses struggling into their overcoats 
and said; SIT DOWN. 

"And,” says Joanne Woodward, “they 
did." ' 

Miss Woodward cannot bear lack of re- 
spect. whether it Is to her favorite ballet 
company or to a patch of grass in Central 
Pork that is covered ta Utter. “I'm getting 
fed up with things. I find I want to grab 
people and shake them." she says. . “That's 
why 1 lire in Connecticut— worrying about 
things like the Board of Education is curi- 
ously satisfying." 

As an actress. Joanne Woodward is an- 
gered by the sneering put-down so popular 
in the fi'm world: “People dismiss someone 
like Dennis Hopper. AU right, maybe you 
don't like his film, but- he is a film-maker. 

•■It's like that line in 'Dsatb of a Sales- 
man' — attention, attention must finally be 
paid. 

“Wen. attention must be paid." 

Miss Woodward came to London to see 
that attention Is paid to "WUSA." which 
she starred in with her husband. Paul 
Newman, and which -died the qui ckest of 
deaths in the United States. “WUSA” was 
chosen to be shown at the London film 
Festival but Paramount has not yet arrang- 
ed a London release date. 

"WUSA." in which Newman plays a 
drunken announcer and Miss Woodward 
his hooker-girlfriend, takes Its name from a 
fictional New Orleans radio station (pro- 
nounced not “wcosa” but W.U-S-A.). rnd it 
deals with W USA's owner's fascist-style 
attempts to use the station to manipulate 
public opinion. “Everybody in this coun- 
try that's out oi line is gonna le-irn fear ” 
the owner snarls. 

"WUSA* has been called a political pot- 
boiler and on attack on right-wing politics 
hut Miss Woodward, rightly it would seem, 
dees not consider it a political film: “It's 
political in that it examines the moral and 
emotional state of our country — it really 
has became a country of diminished re- 
sponsibility.” 

It has been suggested that Paramount 
Pictures, now part of a vast conglomerate 
with interests ranging from chemicals and 
real estate to insurance and banking, has 


done little to boost a picture that vigor- 
ously attacks much of present-day estab- 
lishment thinking, and Paul Newman (who 
also produced the film* has argued that 
“WUSA” was panned In the United States 
because ot Its political content. 

Joanne Woodward, like her husband, 
objects to the fact that the film was dis- 
missed out of hand. She certainly agrees 
that it has a multitude of flaws and recalls 
without flinching Its first screening in 
New York. 

“There was the most awful moment at 
the end because everybody hated it. I 
wanted to say let's not be hypercritical, 
let’s just have our hotdogs and net talk 
about It" 

What she wants.' she says. Is that 
“WUSA” have a fair hearing. Ultimately. 
In the United States she would like to see 
the picture re-releaced. Just as “Butch 
Cassidy" and “Bonnie and Clyde” were 
after falling at flrat. She would also like 
to see Paul Newman's performance In 
“WUSA" given more attention. 

“My part was terribly easy, the prosti- 
tute with a heart of gold. Z have the 
audience's sympathy from the start. Paul's 
part was complicated and he gave the 
best performance of his life. 

“I never care for myself. That's not 
false medesty. I love acting. It's magic. 1 
do it for myse'f. that's why Z never read 
reviews. But Paul cares, he's a creative 
human being.” 

He is also very much a maverick in Hol- 
lywood circles and Is disliked as only a 
man could be who has everything: devas- 
tating looks, talent six handsome children 
(three by his first wife), outspoken opin- 
ions and the position of World Box Office 
Star Numoer One. The Newmans have 
never been Beverly Hills types and recently 
pulled up stakes to spend all their time 
In the East fthev used to commute between 
California and Connecticut). 

They can be good and scrappy. Paul 
Newman fought with the Screen Directors* 
Guild when he made Ills debut as a direc- 
tor in "Rachel. Rachel." an unexpected 
smash hit which got Academy Award nom- 
inations for Miss Woodward and. so it 
seemed, for everyone connected with the 
picture except Paul Newman. Miss Wood- 
ward. furious, resigned from the Academy 
as n result of this slight. 

“And when Paul didn't win an Osrcar 
lor "The Hustler’ I behaved so badly,'' she 



says. “Max Schell won Instead and I was 
so awful to him. Paul kept saying it's 
not his fault." 


Acting together, the Newmans have a 
complicity and charm that hasn’t been 
seen In films since the Tracy-Hepbirm days 
(and like' Tfacy and Hepburn their billing , 
Is Newman and Woodward, not Woodward 
and Newman). 

"People always say we shouldn’t make 
pictures together because we’re married and 
that's not romantic” Miss Woodward says. 
“No wonder no one's getting married any 
more— what an attitude to have to mar- 
riage. 

“We decide to work together when It’s 
easier to. It's like using your own children 
when you need children.". One Newman 
daughter, Nell, was ta "Rachel. Rachel” 
with .her mother and they recently did a 
TV documentary 1 together -on hawks and 
eagles. “She is," Miss -Woodward says, "one', 
of the most interesting young ornithologists 
I know." ■ ■■ ■ • 

Mias Woodward's non-professional con- 
cerns- range from planned parenthood' to 
animal care, and she has- fought ardently 
for them an TV talk shows. Right now she 
feels disillusioned and wonders if she is 
really of any use.
